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Highway Inspection Trip 
Nelson T. Edwards, Highway 
Commissioner 


Governor Friend W.. Richardson 
and. Officials of the State Highway 
Commission passed through Up- 
land today en route to Big Bear 
Valley where a conference is to 
be held with men of the moun- 
tain town. 

The purpose of Governor Rich- 
ardson’s visit was not definitely 
known by friends either here or 
in Riverside, except that it is a 
general mountain highway inspec- 
tion trip in company with Nelson 
T. Edwards. highway commission 
er. Officiais of the Automobil? 
Club of Southern California will 
accompany the state officials. The 
governor is due at Big Bear Val- 
ley diwing the late afternoon, ac- 
cording to information there, and 
it is said he proposes to travel 
over the Waterman Canyon route. 

Tpat_ the ‘Federal Bureau of 
Good Roads has reached no de- 
cision as to a route for a new en- 
trance into the San Bernardino 
mountains was declared yester- 
day by J. H. Obermuller, associ- 
ate engineer, who is in charge of 
the survey now under way. 

“The bureau has not selected a 
route that would join the Cajon 
Pass at Verdemont or any other 
place,” said Mr. Obermuller. “We 
are merely engaged in making an 
investigation preliminary to 
reaching a decision. This investi- 
gation is not completed. There 
are a number of routes that are 
under consideration, and while I 
cannot make a statement at this 
time, it can be stated that the 
route will be selected so as to do 
justice to .the interests already 
BOPVed.” 9. eGo dees te 

“We will take San Bernardino 
into our confidence before there 
is any decision,” he said, ‘‘There 
will be no railroading.” 

In addition to the Verdemont 
route under consideration by the 
federal bureau is a line to enter 
the mountains from Arrowhead 
avenue and climb the east side of 
Devil Canyon, joining the present 
road at the Panorama. From this 
point the route is along the south 
side of the mountains to Squirrel 
Inn. The Panorama is the fixed 
point in all of the proposed lines. 
Wherever the road is built it will 
apparently pass this point. 

_ That there is strong influence 
behind the Verdemont route, how- 
ever is certain. Some officials of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California believe this line should 
be adopted, and within the state 
highway commission is the same 
sentiment. There is opposition, 
however, to any plan that would 
divert the traffic from San Ber 
nardino. 4

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Bringing to a close the series 
of luncheons which the directors 
of San Antonio Community Hos- 
pital have been holding each week 
during the past” month, members 
of the Upland Rotary Club were 
guests at the hospital Wednesday 
noon when Superintendent Caro- 
line Vermilye, assisted by Mrs. 
P. H. McQuillen and Miss Ardis 
Richardson, served their guests a 
most tempting luncheon. 

Earl W. Paul, president of the 
hospital board, was in charge of 
the meeting and explained that 
members of the service clubs of 
Ontario and Upland had been ask- 
ed to attend the luncheons at the 
hospital that the membership of 
the clubs might learn of. the, de- 
tails regarding the hospital. 

Mr. Paul stated that many peo- 
ple were under the impression 
that the hospital was conducted 
as a profit-making business, when 
the fact of the case was it was a 
strictly non-profit organization and 
was not organized for money mak- 
ing, as it had no stock whatever, 
and was simply operated to serve 
the people of this section. 

The hospital now shows a total 
investment of $194,000 and has a 
capacity of 41 patients. Mr. Paul 
stated taht the first year Is going 
to work out much better than con- 
ditions indicated at the six months 
period, but owing to the fact that 
the boiler rooms, refrigerating and 
heating plants were built with a 
capacity to care for additions to 
the hospital when the bed capac- 
ity is doubled, itwmade the over 
head high. With the growth of 
this section and the development 
of more business for the hospital 
the additions will become neces- 
sary and the present condition re- 
lieved as to high overhead. 

Mr. Paul further explained that 
in figuring the cost of the plant 
originally it was found much more 
economical to install the full ca- 
pacity plant than to install one 
caring for the present needs and 
then when the hospital was en- 
larged to instalt the bigger plant. 

Following the luncheon several 
of the men were taken through the 
hospita! which is pronovysed by 
experts ##“one of the Se ‘mod- 
ern and complétely equipped out- 
side of Los Angeles city. A visit 
to the maternity ward and seeing 
ten little babies sleeping in their 
little beds proved most interesting 
to the men who made so much 
noise that one youngster objected, 
and not carimg to walk all ten ba- 
bies back to sleep the men left 
that part of the hospital. 

It is the desire of the hospital 
management to render a real ser- 
vice to the people of this section 
and through the co-operation of the 
people many improvements has 
already been made in the: service 
rendered.

STAY IN CELL 


WORK ON COUNTY ROADS 
UNPOPULAR WITH 
HIM 
Sheriff Shay Says Marsden 
Will Either Work on County 
Roads or Remain in the 

Darkened Cell 





E. T. Marsden broke his hunger 
Strike yesterday after going with- 
out food for seven days. | 

Pangs of hunger were stronger 
than Marsden’s will when jailers 
brought a tray of food to the dun- 
geon cell at the county, jail late 
yesterday afternoon, where the 
prisoner is in solitary confine- 
ment until he agrees to: work. in 
the prison camp. 

As Jailer J. D. Eldridge opened 
the door to the dungeon Marsdan 
asked for a cigarette. His request 
was granted. 

“Are you going to eat anything 
today?” the jailer asked. 

“I think I will,” the prisoner re- 
plied, showing-a weakness of spirit 
for the first time since he de- 
clared his hunger strike last Fri- 
day. A dish of meat, beans and 
bread was handed Marsden and he 
ate ravenously—his first meal in 


solitary confinement of the pitch 
dark cell, a sullen, taciturn figure 
who matched his belligerency and 
hatred for work against the en- 
forcing by officers of prison rules. 
Last night 60 hours had elapsed 
since Marsden was returned to the 
dungeon cell on orders of Sheriff 
Walter A. Shay to remain confined 
until he consented to obey the 
rule that all inmates of the prison 
camp must work. 

Early in the day Marsden show- 
ed weakness, attempting to bar- 
gain with the officers. He sub- 
mutted a proposition that he be re- 
turned to the cells of the jail for 
one week before being trans- 
ferred back to the prison camp for 
work. Previously he had defi- 
fantly declared he would serve his 

ntire 90-day sentence in the dun- 
geon cell rather than “work out 
in the hot sun,” an occupation 
that he never experienced, he said. 

Sheriff Shay, however, will ac- 
cept but one answer from Mars- 
den and that must, be an unquali- 
: request to be returned to the

prison camp in Cushinberry Can- 
yon. _ 

Marsden’s hunger strike was en- 
tirely of his own fancy, he having 
been offered food twice daily de- 
spite his defiance of prison rules. 
But officers were determined that 
Marsden should not be successful 
in the strike. Dr. E. L. Tysinger, 
superintendent of the General Hos- 
pital, had been asked to examine 
| Mareden and if he had found the 
prisoner was injuring his health, 
forcibly feeding was to have been 
used to keep Marsden physically 
fit for work.

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Elbert Hubbard 


(By George Matthew Adams) 
Ten years ago the giant Lusitania was sunk 








by a German submarine. Among hundreds of 
other brave and useful men and women who 
went down into that grave of silence were Mr. 
and Mrs. Elbert Hubbard. 

Recently I spent a day at the shops and 
Inn in the little village: of East Aurora which 
Elbert Hubbard made known around the 
world. It is an inspiring place, full of peace 
and evidences of lasting usefulness. 

The community known as The Roycroft 
Shops is a place where beautiful things are 
made and where men and women take pleas- 
ure in the work they do because it is all 
beautiful and they have put their hearts into 
it. .I always take away some new piece of 
lovely book workmanship with me. 

Elbert Hubbard believed in giving perma- 
nence to the thoughts of men and women who 
united their love with their work. He pro- 
duced nothing cheap in his bindings or crafts. 
He printed great and enduring thoughts on 
beautiful papers, and clothed them in bind- 
ings that dignified art and beauty. 

No man or woman was ever turned away 
from this place who really wanted to work 
or express himself, without the encourage- 
ment of a try by Elbert Hubbard. 

I walked about the grounds today. Beau- 
tiful stone buildings built by hands that loved 
work. Old apple trees that reach high to 
the very corners of some of the buildings, 
were laden with lilae blossoms. 

Little paths led to gardens: In one of the 
hinderies IT was told that 10,000 sets of the 
writings of Elbert Hubbard are being printed 
and made ready for sale this year. The reason 
is plain. He made people think. And so an 
increasing number read what he had to say. 
He had a great sense of humor and sometimes 
worked it overtime. 

Elbert Hubbard’s ‘‘Message to Garcia’’ had 
a greater circulation than any other single 
piece of writing in the history of the world, 
during the life of its author. 

But the great point I wish to make is that 
he left something that has and will endure. 

The Inn is the most unique place in America. 
Each room is named for some noted author. I 
slept in the ‘‘Charlotte Bronte’? room with 
the windows wide open upon a lovely garden 
with pine trees through which the moon shone. 

Engraved on a bronze tablet which is em- 
bedded in a huge stone on the grounds are 
the names of Alice and Elbert Hubbard ‘‘In 
Memorium.’’

Gov. Lowden on Reforestation 


Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois be- 
lieves that taxation is the crux of the whole 
problem of reforestation at the present time, 
and that until the states adopt a progressive 
policy in this regard, new forests will not be 
grown. He says: 

‘‘Our present tax laws are the worst enemy 
of both conservation of such forests as we 
have and of reforestation everywhere. Of 
course, the federal government and the state 
governments will have to do much towards re- 
forestation, but we shall never be safe until 
we shall have created a situation where pri- 
vate initiative and private industry will bear 
the great burden of this work. 

“It is private initiative, it is private in- 
dustry that have made America great; and, 
while the government can do much in this 
work in which we are engaged, we must con- 
trive svmehow to interest private initiative 
and nvivate industry in this great work of 
refurestation. With heavy taxes upon ma- 
turing trees, owners are going to harvest 
those trees even if they must do it prema- 
turely. Men are not going to consider the 
tree us a crop, forthe benefit of future gen- 
erations, if they are to be taxed upon the 
value which is added year by year, with the 
harvest a half century away. ‘ 

‘“‘There must be a revision of our taxing 
laws by which the growing forest will be ex- 
empt from taxation, until a tax is levied upon 
the matured erop when it is disposed of. The 
state, in half a century, would derive an in- 
finitely larger revenue if it were wise enough 
to adopt that policy, because many idle and 
now useless acres would be put to work.’’

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National Economy Satisfactory 


(Colton Courier) 

In speaking of the government’s economy 
policy, the New York Sun has said, ‘‘Far 
from hurting business, the government’s econ- 
omy policy has been of the utmost advantage 
to business. It has already resulted in a 
reduction of several hundred million dollars 
a year in federal taxes; it promises to bring 
about a tax reduction of two or three hun- 
dred million next year. When the govern- 
ment saves money it does not mean that the 
money is not spent. What it does mean is 
that, instead of being spent by officials to 
keep unnecessary bureaucrats in unproductive 
jobs, the money is left in the hands of the 
man who earns it, and he may decide him- 


self how it shall be spent.”’ 


And the New York Sun is not alone in its 
decision that the government’s policy of econ- 
omy is a good thing for the nation. The re- 
lief from the heavy tax burden and the fu- 
ture prospect of greater relief gives a confi- 
dence to the people in their government and 
encourages the exertion of the greatest earn- 
ing power on the part of the persons best 
Stted to produce fortunes. The money for- 
merly exacted by the government is, in nine 
times out of ten, now used for greater busi- 
ness expansion and this provides more em- 
nloyment for the middle class. 

This same policy of national economy is be- 
ing followed in many states where the gover- 
nors have learned that retrenchment in the 
state affairs can be as helpful as in the na- 
tional affairs. Governor Richardson was eléct- 
ed on a platform of efficiency and economy 
and he has succeeded in carrying out his 
promises so well that the state of California 
was never in better financial and moral condi- 
tion than right at present. To have a~presi- 
dent or a governor in whom the people have 
confidence is an assurance of a satisfied nation 
or state, and the morale is something which 
ean be pointed to with pride.

Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur 
has made a strong appeal for the maintenance 
of the American Navy to the topmost size and 
efficiency permitted by fhe Washington con- 
ference, and given convincing reasons why 
this should be done.

Population Not Everything 


(San Bernardino Telegram) © 

There is no surer method of making a com- 
munity booster celebrate than to open to him 
the census figures showing an increase in the 
population of his own city The first objec- 
tive of most communities is to increase their 
population. They seem to have the ‘‘bigger 
and better’’ complex of the circus. 

It is said with a great deal of truth that 
you can not keep a good city down. People 
are attracted to the cities which have the most 
to offer in the way of employment, homes, in- 
stitutions and public improvements. It nec- 
essarily follows that the city which has some- 
thing to offer must increase in population. 

But when a city grows it is not all gain. 
It is the consensus of opinion that the larger 
a city becomes the less comfort there is for 
those who live in Yt. As a city grows its 
workers must move farther and farther away 
from their places of employment or live in 
congested and sunless tenements. Traffie con- 
gestion increases with the population and the 
problems of government tend to become more 
complex. None will deny that after a city 
passes a certain stage in population the dis- 
advantages of living in it outweigh the ad- 
vantages. 

The evils of the big city, however, will not 
Aissuade the civie booster from working for 
his ‘‘greater’’ city, so as his dream material- 
izes great foresight must be shown to soften 
the hardships occasioned by the greater popu- 
lation. Cities that want to grow should at 
least grow wisely. The time to plan a city 
is while it is expanding. 





RULES FOR REFRIGERATORS 


One of the most important ad- 
juncts of the kitchen in the mane 
mer time is the refrigerator. 


Warm weather increases the 


chancés or spvilage in foods, due 


to the fact that the “bacteria” 
which produce such change and 
decay thrive-better in warmth, al- 
though very high temperatures kill 
them. 

There are several rules for keep 
ing food that it. is well to note 
and follow: 

1. Buy only fresh, clean, sound 
foods from clean shops. Keep 
them in a clean place, whether 
kitchen, pantry, cooler or refrig- 
erator. To be sure of keeping 
fresh and of preserving quality, 
keep food cold. 

2. Have a good refrigerator; 
that is, one that is well-insulated 
and which will maintain a suffic- 
iently cold temperature to preserve 
food. If a refrigerator does not 
hold ice from Saturday to Mon- 
day, it is either poorly insulated 
or has ill fitted doors. 

8. Wash refrigerator once a 
week with a cloth wrung out of 
cold water in which sal soda (1 
tablespoon to four quarts of water) 
has been dissolved. Wipe with a 
clean cloth. Clean drain pipe by 
pouring stfong sal soda water 
through it once a week. -« This will 
prevent overflows. 

4. Keep refrigerator dry by 
wiping walls or other spots where 
moisture may collect with a dry 
cloth. 

5. Keep dirty things out of re- 
frigerator. 

6. Keep ice compartment full. 
Otherwise increased meltage is 
required from the incoming ice to 
restore the required low tempera- 
ture. Do not wrap ice with papers 
or blankets. The film of melting 
water on the ice absorbs odors 
and carries them away through 
the drain pipe. 

7. Have a refrigerator that is 
big enough to allow air circula- 
tion, for the air must move about 
to absorb heat. Otherwise the 
temperature’ will rise. 

8. Place food correctly in the 
refrigerator. In this connection, 
it is well to remember that the 
more easily food is assimilated the 
more easily it spoils and the cold- 
er it should be kept. The baby’s 
milk (as well as that of the fam- 
ily), soup stock, gravy, butter, 
etc., should be placed in the cold- 
est part of the refrigerator, which 
is just below the ice compartment. 
Soup or gravy should be poured 
while hot into a scalder jar and 


covered tightly. Cool before mee 


ing in refrigerator. Jars of water 
may be kept here and cooled for 
drinking purposes. 

Moist cooked foods, such as cer- 
eals, custards and cream sauces, 
also such vegetables as asparagus, 
should be well refrigerated. They 
may be placed on the bottom of 
the food compartment. 

Meat should also be placed on 
the bottom of the food compart- 
ment. Paper wrappings should 
always be removed from uncook- 
ed meat, which is otherwise likely 
to develop a slime. Cooked meat 
dries out less fast in a covered 
container. Fish, if kept in the 
refrigerator, must be placed in 
a tightly covered dish. 

Berries are less likely to mold 
if put in a very open container 
and placed on a shelf where there 
is good air circulation. Lettuce, 
celery and cabbage can be kept 
crisp for a long time by wrapping 
in a dampened cloth, after wash 
ing well. 

Food with strong odors, such 
as melons, cabbage, etc., should 
be placed high up in the food 
compartment or in a_ separate 
compartment from milk, butter, 
etc. Where there is a paper 
wrapper on the fruit, retain this. 





HOUSEHOLD HINTS 





To stiffen clothes without starch 
dissolye eight tablespoonfuls . of 
table salt in a gallon of water 
and rinse clothes to be starched 
through this water. It. will make 
them feel like new material, and 
be just stiff enough to look nice. 
They will not stick to iron or 
ironing pad when ironing them, 
as starched clothes often do, and 
the color as well as material will 
be preserved. Iron on the wrong 
side. This gives a finish like 
new to material. 





For those who can never find a 
garden hat broad-brimmed enough, 
try cutting a brim from heavy, 
brown wrapping paper. Cut. an 
opening for the crown, fitting this 
over the brim of a straw hat 
which fits the head nicely. It 
should be caught here and there 
with stitches along the outer edge 
of the brim of the hat beneath. 
A ‘hat of this sort is light and 
protects the neck, which usually 
has more than its share of sun- 
burn.

NEW MOTOR LAW GOES INTO 
EFFECT THROUGHOUT STATE 
{ 


Motor Vehicle Department 


_ Today a new law has become 
effective in California requiring 


ares anslin-— 


operate a motor vehicle to sub- 
mit satisfactory evidence of his 
physical and mental fitness to 
drive. 

The law was sponsored by this 
division in the belief that it 
would assist in driving the in- 
competent operator from the 
highways and thus serve in a 
measure to reduce the frightful 
toll of lives from accidents. 

Under this law the applicant 
will be required to fill out a 
questionaire stating condition of 
eyesight, hearing, ‘whether  af- 
flicted with epilepsy, paralysis or 
insanity. He will also be re- 
“quired to state whether he has 
the use of both arms and legs, 
how long he has operated a 
motor vehicle and whether he 
ig able to read road signs. 

in addition to this informa- 
tion the applicant is required 
to state age, weight, sex, color 
ef eyes and hair and whether 
his license has ever been sus- 
pended or revoked and if so 
the date and reason. 

Blank questionaires have been 
prepared by us and may be 
dbtained at any division office, 
any branch of the automobile 
clubs, the captain of any traf- 
fic squad or by applying by 
mail directly to Sacramento. 

The applicant is required to 
make oath to the questionaire 
before submitting it to the di- 
vision before a notary. Any 
employe of the division is em- 
powered by law to take such 
caths. i 

If all questions are not ans- 
wered the application will be 
returned to the sender. 

If the information is of such 
character as to leave no doubt 
as to the applicant’s unfitness 
te drive we will immediately 
reject it. If we are absolute- 
ly satisfied in every way we 
will. immediately issue a card.

The law expressly forbids the 
issuance of a license to any in- 
sane or feeble minded person, 
any imbecile, habitual drunkard 
or narcotic addict or any per- 
son who by reason of a physi- 
cal disability is unable to prop- 
erly control a motor vehicle. 

It is well to remember that 
this law applies only to new 
applicants. Those with licenses 
already will not come _ within 
the provisions except that on 
one verified complaint the di- 
vision may require any opera- 
tor now licensed to appear and 
show cause why his license 
should not be _ revoked. We 
may thus demand a_ practical 
driving test from such operat 
or to determine his fitness to 
drive. Ps ante 

No charge is made for opera- 
tors’ licenses but chauffeurs 
are required to pay $2 annually. 
Operators’ licenses need not be 
renewed annually; they are 
good until revoked. 

It is our intention to enforce 
this law impartially but we 
will make no unusual demands 
on any person. If a one-legged 
man can demonstrate his abili- 
ty to drive as well as a two 
legged man he will be given a 
license.

TOTAL VALUE OF STATE|} 


CROPS WAS $371,334,000.00 


The total value of all of 
California’s- main erops dur- 


‘ing 1924 was $371,334,000, ac- 


cording to the annual Cali- 
fornia crop report for last 
year, completed yesterday by 
G. H. Hecke, director of the 
state department of agricui- 
ture. 

The total value in 1923 was 
$374,175,000. 

Although the total produc- 
tion of field and fruit crops 
was about 2,958,000 tons less 
than in 1923, equivalent to a 
decline of 17 per cent, the to- 
tal value for the same crops 
was less than one per cent be- 
low the total value of 1923 

This situation is accounted 
for by increased prices. The 
total acreage of field crops har- 
vested last year was only. 75.2 
per cent as great as that of 
the previous year. 

The ranking of valuations of 
the 16 most valuable crops in 
California last year is as fol- 
lows: 

Teme hay $104,659,000; or- 
anges $40,320,000; wine grapes 
$22,050,000; table grapes $18,- 
240,000; prunes $15,290,000; 
lemons $14,640,000; — raisins 
$14,400,000; beans $11,721,000; | 
barley $11,693,000; peaches 
$11,200,000; cotton $10,084,- 
000; walnuts $9,030,000; ap- 
ples $8,991,000; pears $8,778,- 
000; sugar beets $7,826,000, 
and rice $7,465,000.
